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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

Examiner acknowledges response by applicant's representative received 1/7/08. 

Applicant's election with traverse of claims 5-9 in the reply filed on 1/7/08 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the three claim groups are not 
only classified in the same class, but they are classified in the same subclass and 
therefore not burdensome. This is not found persuasive because although the three 
claim groups are not only classified in the same class, but they are classified in the 
same subclass they contain divergent subject matter, hence the burden. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 10-22 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 1/7/08. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
The step of providing a writing teaching aid is not enabled by applicant's specification. 

In the specification, on page 6, applicant's object of his invention is to provide "a 
metaphoric model for teaching a metacognitive approach to the process of writing" 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 5-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Solomon (521). 

Solomon discloses a Psychotherapeutic Device.

Regarding claims 5-6 

Solomon teaches a three dimensional teaching aid that is a model for works of writing 
(figure 1), assigning structure to the writing (puppets) and using them to assemble and 
interpret thoughts regarding the article (see abstract and claims 1-16). Solomon fails to 
explicitly teach that his teaching aid is a"writing teaching aid for teaching writing". It 
has been held that a recitation with respect to the manner in which a claimed apparatus 
is intended to be employed does not differentiate the claimed apparatus from a prior art 
apparatus satisfying the claimed structural limitations. Ex parte Masham, 2 USPQ2d 
1647 (1987.) 

Regarding claims 7-9 

Solomon teaches soft tactile material being used and further teaches color 
form construction (see col. 3, lines 3-10). Solomon however fails to teach the 
use of parts of a hamburger, pillows or foam as part of his representation. It 
would have been an obvious matter of design choice to uses whatever shape or 
form as desired or expedient. A change in form or shape is generally recognized 
as being within the level of ordinary skill in the art, absent any showing of 
unexpected results.
